N centuries ago Reading was famous 

for its cycle of four major fairs, held 
every year on the site now covered by The 
Forbury. Probably the most famous of 
these events was the Cheese Fair - a huge 
market which attracted visitors from all 
over the South, eager to sell and buy their 
wares: including tons and tons of cheese! 


Of course the fairs were about a lot more 


than just trade - they were a wonderful —_ 
excuse to celebrate, =e i 


enjoy musicians and acrobats perform, 
browse around the colourful market stalls 
and generally have a great time. For most 
people the fairs were the only “social” 
event they had to look forward to, and 
almost everyone in the town would have 
attended. 


Now - some four hundred years on - the

ur unusually mild Autumn has caused a 
O lot of confusion! Bulbs have come up 

early, spring flowering plants opened in 
November, and many Summer favourites 
didn’t stop blooming until Christmas. This 
meant that well into December squirrels, 
hedgehogs and other wildlife was still out 
and about, and our birds could find plenty of 
food still available in the form of insects, 
berries and worms. 


But now the ground has frozen and the birds’ 
regular food supplies are running out, you 
may want to think about helping your 
feathered neighbours survive the winter. 
Wild bird seed, nets of peanuts and 
feedsticks are easily available at pet shops 
and supermarkets - or of course you can 
serve up scraps: brown bread, dried fruit, 
pastry and cake are all perfect. If the 
weather is very cold you should also provide 
a supply of fresh water. But please 
remember once you have started putting out 


« 


food, don’t suddenly withdraw the supply. 
Come early spring the birds will once more 
be able to find their own food sources. 


Some of the birds you can expect to see 
over the winter months include blue tits, 
blackbirds, sparrows, thrushes and, of 
course, robins. By the way, if you or your 
neighbours have got cats it might not be a 
good idea to encourage birds into your 
garden! 


If you'd like to find out more about wild birds 
why not join your local branch of the RSPB 
(Royal Society for the Protection of Birds), 
ring Don Bowley-Booth on (01734) 816181 
for details. Annual membership is just £6, 
and the group organises regular field trips, 
talks and slide shows.
